See 
that the baby feeds slowly and masti- 
cates well. Habits of right eating may 
be formed now which will go with him 
through life. Fresh bread should 
never ha gtrea. Cat la aqiaarea and 
baked ntfl hrowa. than aarved la 
milk is a good dish and one cbUdrea 
like. Add a pinch of salt but no 
to such dishes.

Only one vegetable dally until the 
age of two Is reached. Meats should 
be given but sparingly; a tablespoon- 
fui of scraped rare beef may be mixed 
with the bahT'a poUto or a bit of beef- 
steak gravy Maj be pot oa It. Up to 
three years but little neat to gtren. 
and it should always be finely cut. 

Broths of mutton, chicken or beef 
with rice or stale crumbs, or beef 
Juice may be given, five otmces at s 
aeal; beef Jalee helas aiore concen- 
trated, three ouaeee to aufletant. 

Cereals of oatmeal, thrtna. barley, 
hominy, rice or cracked wheat, four 
ounces, but It should be long and well 
cooked. Serve with a pinch of salt 
and plenty of milk and cream.
